What to have for the chief dish for 
'meal is often a problem. Some time 


try this:

Oook the pork and one cupful of finely 
cut celery and one large onion minced 
in the pork fat: Pry the steak on 
both sides in the hot fat, add all to 
the kettle, bleu.d two tablespoonfuls 
of flour with some of the fat, pour 
over the meat arid simmer the whole 
thirty minutes. Just before serving 
add one cupful of cooked spaghetti 
and one pint of stewed 
tomatoes. 


Serve on a hot platter. 


Panned Oysters.—Scald one cupful 


of oysters. When the edges curl re- 
move from the liquor. Take one tabto- 
spoonful of butter creamed with two 
of flour, cook with one cupful of milk; 
cook until thick. Add one-half cupful 
each of broken nu,t meats and chopped 
celery. Season to taste and add the 
oysters, 
Remove the tops from rolls, 


scoop out the soft part, toast the tops 
and shells and fill with the oysters. 
Serve piping hot. 


Baked Lima Beans With Tomatoes. 


—Soak a pound #of beans over night, 
parboil for five minutes, rinse, cook in 
water to cover until tender. Add one 
teaspoonful of salt to every quart of 
water used. More water may be added 
If necessary during the boiling. Sea- 
son two cupfuls of tomato with salt, 
pepper and onion juice. Add to the 
drained beans.' Put Into a bean pot, 
cover with two thick slices of bacon 
and bake until the bacon is crisp and 
brown.

Sheep's Tongues.— 


Wash four sheep's tongues carefully, 
put into a saucepan, cover with boil- 
ing water and simmer for two hours or 
until they are tender. Remove, cool,

The next 
day roll the tongues in flour and fry 
In butter and chopped onion until 
brown. Serve with a brown sauce sea- 
soned with a dash of lemon juice.

Remove from 
heat as soon as the cheese is melted, 
pour Into a jar to cool, and serve from 
the jar. Cayenne, paprika, onion juice 
or pimentoes put through a sieve may 
be added to .-the hot mixture before 
pouring into the mold. 


Spanish Cream.—Dissolve one table- 


spoonful of gelatine in one-fourth of 
a cupful of cold water, then add to 
one-half cupful of scalded milk. Scald 
two cupfuls of milk in a double boiler, 
bent two egg yolks and add one-third 
of a. cupful of sugar and one-fourth 
of a teaspoonful of salt; gradually 
add the hot .milk, return to the double 
boiler and cook until slightly thick- 
ened, add the gelatine mixture flavor-; 
Ing and the two egg whites beaten 
stiff, folded in lightly. 
Turn at once 


Into a mold and the cream will settle 
into three layers. Serve with sugar 
and cream or sugared strawberries. 


Baked Polenta.—Take well-cooked 


corntneal mush, turn to a depth of an 
inch into an oblong pan which has 
been rinsed in cold water. Let stand 
until stiff. Add one to two cupfuls of 
rich gravy nnd some cubes of cooked 
meat. Place In the oven and bake fif- 
feen nifnutes.

recently developed, will have an ex- 
teusive use in future wars, in the opin- 
ion of 1^. I. Shaw of the internal bu- 
reau of mines, who recently spoke on 
"Smoke and Incendiary Material" be- 
fore the Franklin institute. 


"Smoke candles, so called," he said, 


"are &rn.ill cylindrical boxes which are 
Ignited by some sort of friction de- 
vice, and which contains smoke pro- 
ducing mixtures. Their use i§ in set- 
ting up n smoke screen close at hand, 
for after ignition they are simply set 
on the ground, not being thrown or

"The British, early in the war, de-

candle which was satisfactory, but 
which did not get into production and 
use in France before the armistice. 
The smoke is normally white, must 
have maximum capacity and be cool 
enough to prevent the setting up of 
air currents and thus rise from the 
ground. 
It must be heavy so as to be 


displaced by the minimum amount of 
wind at low velocity. 
These require- 


ments are admirably met by candles 
which produce a smoke consisting of 
zinc, chloride. 


"As regards the future of incendiary 


material, my own opinion, which opin- 
ion, however, is substantiated by at 
least some of the military critics, is 
that incendiary material, except for 
small arms and long range shell and 
drop bombs, will have at least a lim- 
ited and, perhaps, no use.

In a future war. .Smoke material, on 
the other hand, will have a very exten- 
sive and ever-increasing use.

use of the smoke screen during an at- 
tack the casualties can be largely re- 
duced. 


New Use of Smoke.

phenylchlorarsine is a solid which va- 
lorizes in the heat of the candle and 
s obtained in such a state of division 
hat it will penetrate most gas masks. 
Such toxic smokes, of which there will 
m>bably be others developed, will find 
u very extensive use in the future. It 
s the greatest step made thus far in 
he new use of smoke."

Cut up fresh pork In small pieces 


and the same amount of veal, brown, in 
a little hot fat and turn into a lined 
pastry shell. 
Cover as for ordinary 


pie with a top crust and bake slowly 
In a moderate oven. Of course the sea- 
sonings are added during the browning. 


Roast Veal au Jus. 


Season a fillet of veal with salt, 


pepper and put in a pan with a piece 
of butter, a carrot, bay leaf and a 
clove. Put into a double roaster and 
bake In a moderate oven two and one- 
half hours. 
Remove the meat to a 


platter. Put a little water in the pan 
and simmer for five minutes. 
Strain 


and pour the gravy, un thickened, 
around the meat. 


' Cincinnati Chicken. 


Split lengthwise, a pork tenderloin, 


leaving the halves joined. Pound the 
meat of each side until about one-half 
inch thick. Spread with the following 
stuffing: One cupful of bread ciumbs, 
one-quarter of a teaspoonful of salt, 
one-eighth of a teaspoonful of pepper, 
a slice of onion chopped, one teaspoon- 
ful each of chopped parsley, pickles, 


capers and lemon juice, and ene ta- 
blespooiiful of minced olives. Mix In- 
to this one-fourth of a cupful of melted 
butter and one beaten egg. 
Arrange 


the stuffing so that It will keep the 
center and sew or tie the edges to- 
gether so that It will jrefeemble a plump 
bird. 
Bake with careful basting, un- 


til well browned. 


Macaroon Pudding. 


Soak one-dozen macaroons la one- 


fourth of a cupful of currant Jelly 
and two tablespoonf uls of lemon juice; 
set over hot water. Make a soft cus- 
tard of one pint of milk, one-fourth of 
a cupful of sugar, the beaten yolks of 
two eggs and one whole egg beaten. 
Flavor with almond extract. Add to 
the custard four more macaroons, 
heated in the oven until crisp, then 
rolled into crumbs. 
Pour this mix- 


ture into the serving dish, add the 
macaroons and Jelly. Pile over them a 
meringue, made from the two egg 
whites and powdered sugar. Decorate 
with cubes of jelly and brown in the 
oven. 


Canned Apricots Frozen. 


Remove th$ paper from a can of 


choice apricots and pack the can in 
ice and salt, using equal measures of 
each. Let stand one-half hour, then 
with a can opener cut round the top 
of the can one-half inch below the 
edge, take off the top and invert the 
can to remove the contents. Surround 
with a pint of marshmallow cream. 
The apricots should hot be frozen too 
haid.

and drain, then dry in the oven.

the dates In quarters, lengthwise, re- 
moving 'the stones. 
Chill dates and 
cheese balls. 
Arrange leaves of let-

A good snappy cheese may be made 
into a delicious cream cheese.

which produce a smoke consisting of 
zinc. chloride. 


"As regards the future of incendiary 
material, my own opinion, which opin- 
ion, however, is substantiated by at 
least some of the military critics, is 
that inoendlary material, except for 
small arms and long range shell and 
drop bombs, will have at least a lim- 
ited and, perhaps, no use. 
The ñame 
projectors will probably ijever be used 
in a future war. .Smoke material, on 
the other hand, will have a very exten- 
sive and ever-Increasing use.

Cut up fresh pork in small pieces 
and the same amount of veal, brown in 
a little hot fat and turn into a lined 
pastry shell. 
Cover aK for ordinary 
plo with a top crust and bake slowly 
In a moderate oven. Of course the sea- 
sonings are added during the browning. 


Roast Veal au Jus. 


Season a fillet of veal with salt, 
pepper and put in a pan with a piece 
of butter, a carrot, bay leaf and a 
clove. Put Into a double roaster and 
bake in a moderate oven two and one- 
half hours. 
Remove the meat to a 
platter. 
Put a little water in the pan 
and simmer for five minutes.

of 
the 
constable's 
pet 
schemes was to call upon a 
debtor twic«, and on each of hi3 
first two visits he' would wear 
his ordinary clothes. 
Then, if 
the debtor still refused to pay 
and there was no doubt that ob- 
ligation 
should be met, 
Dun 
would adopt the stratagem of 
dressing \n some outlandish cos- 
tume—a scarlet cloak or a pair 
of green tights—so as to make 
himself as conspicuous as pos- 
sible. Thus attired and ringing 
a bell in order further to pro- 
claim the reason for his visit, he 
would return, and it was seldom 
that the debtor withstood more 
than one of these public an- 
nouncements of his delinquency. 


Because Constable Dun Avas 
so successful. In the collection 
of money due it became common 
in such cases to say, "You'll 
have to send Dun for your mon- 
ey" or "You'll have to Dun him 
,to get it," and the expression 
persisted long after the 
con- 
stable himself was dead and for- 
gotten.

The art of glass decorating Is not _ 
mo'dern . Boliemian 
accomplishment. 
The Jioman cathedral of Prague con- 
talned in 1270, two windows 
which 
were decorated with Old and New Tes- 
tament scenes. 
I>ecoratlve windows 
soon became a favorite form of church 
ornamentation. 
Asnaes Sylvius, who 
subsequently became Pope Plus 11 and 
Incidentally was a very close student 
of contemporary affairs of Boliemia, 
records 
that 
the 
churches 
of 
the 
Czechs possessed many "high and wide 
windows which were brightly and ar- 
tistically decorated, and such style of 
decorating was not confined to thd 
churches in the large cities and towns, 
but even the distant hamlet^ prided 
themselves 
on 
churches 
containing 
windows ornamented In a similar fash- 
ion." 
The curriculum of the division 
of technical arts of tlie University of 
Prague included courses in painting, 
wood carving and glass ornamentation. 
No degree was ever conferred on a 
student unless he could exhibit suiii- 
cient uptiiude as a "glass man'-' or
